It probably is a shock to art worshippers to dwell upon the thought-that 
ancient paintings in old-world cathedrals have been destroyed or marred 
by military vandalism. 
It may, or may not, be true that such things have 
come to pass. We certainly have no authentic account of such vandalism, or 
anything really authentic In relation to the fighting in war-embrolled Europe, 


But the Argus has a tendency to believe that there is too much wor* 
shipping at moldy shrines. 
Those In a position to kpow have raved wlttfout 
Btint over the Rubens pictures; they have stood with bated breath beifore 
the evidences of Raphael's subtle soul; they have written many books on the 
effect of Michael Angelo on the art of succeeding centuries, and In the 
meantime there Is a suspicion that better work has often been done by 
modern painters and sculptors who never received anything but an indifferent 
and secondary attention. 


Of course, this in undoubtedly heresy, and If coming from an authorita>^ 
tlve source would raise a storm of Indignation. 
That some of us are frankly 
puzzled dVer values when looking at great pictures Is to be supposed, as art 
is oaly appreciated through education, or at least, the ultra heights are only 
reached In that fashion. 
Biit we cling to the belief that the worshipping of 
Homethlng because it is old and the artist Is dead, Is one of the common and 
piffling things In our complicated and puzzling existence. 


Mark Twain watched a group of students copying a great piece of mural 
•work In an old-world cathedral. "I couldn't help but notice," said the Amer 
lean humorlat, "how much better the copies were than the original." In this 
remark, Mark Twain undoubtedly employed his prerogative of exaggeration 
in'order to make his point. But some of us get a sympathetic thrlllfrom this 
bold attack on tradition. 


It every painting of the old school were burned In the wake of advancing 
armies aij^ther school of endeavor would arise, and who shall say that the 
modernists would not depict as well or better? 
Surely, they would not slav­ 
ishly copy the atrocious anatomy of the Raphael pictures, nor would it be 
necessary to follow the crudity and vacuity of the Dutch school. An English 
painter who has been for-years a knight in his own country because of his 
undoubted greatnesi In depiction on canvas, recently said that greater pic­ 
tures were being'painted by hundreds of moderns—greater tl^an any of the 
ancient school. A prime minister of England, In delivering an address at the 
dedication of a great library In Scotland, spoke of the tremendous pile of 
masonry as a "morgue for dead books," and intimated that the world would 
advance faster if the books were burned. 
Which raised a storm of protest, 
of course, and perhaps his remark was not grounded on sound philosophy. 


But that we are.tied to the, chariot wheels of tradition is nowhere brought 
tp notice so sharply as in this war, where the newspapers cannot forget the 
alleged fact that great paintings have been destroyed. 
That w.onderjfill, work 
of art, the human being, whose blood soaked Into tti^ sod, leaving the orig­ 
inal put a pulpy piece of carrion, is overshadowed In the horror which arTsesj 
because a Rubens has met with sacrilege.

Highways in the MounUina. 


Supervi8or» C, D. Manning of the first district, while in Covina 
lust Saturday, spoke of his desire to further an all-embracing scheme 
for the building of monntuin roadwaj^s, everywhere where feasible 
•in the county. Captain Manning is working toward this end, and says 
that the road through the Antelope valley via the San Gabriel canyon 
is Hinong the i)roj(!ets being considered favorably. 
There is no 
<loubt, .in his opinion, but that tins San Gabriel road will be built,'if 
not at once, within a fow years. 


Tlie supt'rvisors of Los Angcdes county did a most wise and praiso- 
wortliy act whei> they authorized the county treasury to buy $275,- 
000 of the stain highway bonds in order to secure the completion of 
tho county syHtDui. 
The suj)ervisor8 had previously purchased $225,- 
000 of these bonds, thus making good their original promise to put 
$500,000 into the Avork. 


The state highway had just previously let a contract for over 
twelve miles of this road on Avhat is known as the Ridge Route, 
which runs from the Kern county line southward through a moat 
picturesque part of California. 
The road traverses almost the top 
of tho mountains, coming down through the Tejon country. 


There was a disp\ito about this, as to whether ft should run through- 
: Ant(^lope valley or by the other line. Tho supervisors have done their 
, best to satisfy the poo])le in Antelope valley by accepting the Mint 
canyon route connecting NewhuU'with Lancaster. 


Then the supervisors askcul tho state to appropriate $400,000 to be 
.spent in the construction of moimtain roads in Los Angeles coun:ty, 
one of thciso being the Arroyo Seco ro\ito, another the San Gabriel 
route. 
The resolution passe*! by the board recites that the state has 
spent $750,000 in building roads, mostly in the northern part of Cali­ 
fornia. 
The county of Los Angeles is contributing 25 per cent of tho 
original state bond issue for liigliways amounting l o $18,000,000, and 
this county liu« received much less than its quota of that sum. 


Within the last four years the road system of tho county has been 
marvolously improved, and UOAV LOS Angeles county possesses a very 
e.xtensive system of highways hard and substantial and smooth as a 
billiard bull. 
This is a necessary improvement in view of the climatic 
attriH'tions of the coinitry, which draws tens of thousands of tourists 
here every yeiir, and in thes« days of automobiles there is little com- 
ff)rt or joy in life in Hi»ite of tho best conditions unless the roads are 
in |)erfeet order. 


The coming year is expected to bring visitors to the state who will 
number yot thousands but million.s. 
Tons of thousands of them will 
own automobiles, and their visit will be enhaneed many hundredifold 
by the facilities afforded for travel in this fascinating manner by tho 
road BvsteiK constructed during tlio last four or five years, which 
now reaches, with feV interruptions, all parts ftf the .state pjf CAU- 
fornja. 
There need be no hesitation of tho part of our visito.ra as; to 
the (Jondition of the roads.

Seldom has It been poBsIble to ar­ 
range for an interesting meetlttg a t 
the very first of the year, but tbl« pro­ 
gram has a significance that is cans- 
ing It to be talked 
about. 
B. H. 
Crocheron, who Is the man who la 
pushing the "county 
farm 
Jmreau" 
Idea, will be the speaker. 
•Tft^re Is 
also a remarkably good musical pro­ 
gram. 
, ; 


Mr. Crocheron will' talk on tj|le nec­ 
essity for the farmers supporting this 
farm bureau with their personal in­ 
terest. In explaining the principal feat­ 
ures of the farm bureau, Mr. Croch­ 
eron said recently: 


A farm bureau Is'an organization of 
farmers and ranchers who combine to 
promote agriculture through co-opera­ 
tive study of farm conditions. 


For 4nany years there have been 
farm^ni' clubs, granges, institutes, un­ 
ions, land alliances. 
These have been 
moi'e or less 'successful but many have 
passed away, perhaps' from lack of 
iisefulness, 
Sonie of. t^iose organiza- 
tiotiB hay,o not hid a definite purpose 
and hav6 therefore failed to'flnd a'por- 
'mnnent place in rural affairs, 


-The farm bureau is d}stlnct from all 
of these. It is not primarily a social 
qrgani/.iilion; nclthejn Is. it essentially 
to unite farmers so as to lower prices 
of stuffs bought -and to raise prtces 
of products sold, n u t It is formed to 
bring together for mutual 
co-opera­ 
tion those farmers who want to inves- 
4:lgate the fundamental problems that 
^re 
Invojvedin 
production.: on* their 
farms. 


Every state and territory . l^as at 
least one experimental farm support­ 
ed by federal and state funds. 
These'] 
have been exceedingly 
valuable be­ 
cause the results therefrom were not­ 
ed by men whose business and interc^t 
It was to observe. 
T h e ' acreages of 
these farms were smalll; their crops 


, -wore often meagre—and y^t they have I 
"been w * t h mlliions beyond their cost 
because of records of productions and 


' conditions under 
which 
they 
were 


: grown, were known aflU noted. 


Many of o u r ^ a r m problems are al- 


' ready solved on the'farms of the na- 
> tion. 
Individuals have found'the solu- 
tion of vexing (luestions that are agi­ 
tating the experiment 
stations and 
agricultural colleges. But those solu- 


. tlons usually fail out of sight unnoted 
or are known only to the man on 
whose fartii they'occur. 
Jf these un­ 
known and;«nnot;ea exporlnrfents could 


. be gathered''they would at once add 
much to our view of agriculture. 


In America there are on the aver­ 
age more than 100,000 farms to each 
"experimental farm." Obviously, If the 
retults on some small percentage nt 
these could be viewed from the same 
standpoint as at 
the 
experimental 
farm, the benefits would enormously 
outnumber the records achieved by 
the experimental stations, 
it Is, of 
course. Impossible to gather all this 
material or to note all the changing 
conditions oh farms. 
But it may be 
possible to gather together In one 
county organization the wide-awake 
and interested farmers wlio will com­ 
pare their results with those of others 
and, in a more or less scientific way, 
plan out experiments and demonstra­ 
tions on their own farms. 
Such is a 
farm bureau. 


Fundamentally, then, a farm bureau 
for the county can be collectively a 
sort of giant experiment station with 
several hundred observers who hold 
a monthly caucus to compare results. 


The farm bureau has a trained man 
to aid It—The Farm Adviser. 
It Is 
his business to help intet-pret results, 
to point out new lines of work and to 
deduce conclusions from the evidence 
at liand. T h e farm bureau can be of 
greater value to the country that the 
farm adviser. 
Together, they can be 
or more benefit than either alone. 


Other activities may concern the 
farm bureau besides local research In­ 
to agricultural problems. 


The farm bureau may be sort o ^ a 
rural chamber of commerce and thus 
bo the guardian of rural affairs. 
It 
can take the lead in agitation for good 
roads,* for better 
schools, 
and for 
cheaper methods of buying and sell­ 


ing. 
Perhaps, most of all, it can help 
promote the 
social 
institutions of 
country life. 
Some rural 
neighbors 
are so starved for recreational meet­ 
ings that they will come out to any­ 
thing from a patent-medicine show to 
a school meeting. 
The farm bureau 
can help put more 
recreation 
Into 
rural life. 
Every country 
neighbor­ 
hood ought to have some social gath* 
ering at least once a week. It Is al­ 
most a s much needed as the spiritual 
congregations at the church, or the 
educational assemblages of. the.^ohll- 
dren at the school house. 
., 


But very surely and Inslstently-the 
farm bureau is not first and foreni^^t 
for these—good and desirable as they 
may bo. 'Perhaps, the farm 
bureau 
can help to buy cheaper and bette^ 
seeds, can help to boost 
the 
local 
socials, can encourage 
the 
faltering 
school teacher, can got out and lalk 
for good roads—but Us first and sur­ 
est'function is to Increase the local 
ki.owlcdgo of agricultural fact.
